
FOREIGN NURSES 
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COURT 

Attempted murder 
denied by partner 

A 31-year-old Dudley man has denied at¬ 
tempting to murder his partner. 

Courier Karl Hughes, aged 31, of George 
Close, Kates Hill, pleaded not guilty at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court on Thursday to 
attempting to murder Toni Bennett, aged 
29, on November 21 last year. 

He also denied being in possession 
of a bladed article. He was remanded in 
custody for a trial to start on May 16 at the 
same court. 

He was arrested after police were called 
by medics treating an injured woman in 
George Close.

DOZENS of shifts were under¬ 
staffed at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital during the past 
12 months. 

A report to be discussed this week 
reveals the hospital was unable to 
meet recommended staffing levels on 
a number of shifts. 

Nurses from the Philippines and India will be 
recruited to help boost staffing levels on wards 
as hospital bosses take the recruitment drive 
abroad from April to fill vacancies. 

Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, which 
runs Russells Hall, insisted the staff shortages 
did ‘not necessarily’ have a negative impact on 
patients. 

Officials also said the shortages were gener¬ 
ally spread evenly across the wards, according 
to a report by chief nurse Dawn Wardell. 

The hospital has seen an improvement in the 
figures since August when 63 shifts were un¬ 
derstaffed. During January, 20 shifts did not 
have the required numbers of staff to manage 
patients. 

One ‘red’ shift was reported in January, 
which means there was a ‘serious’ staffing 
shortfall. On that occasion, staff had to be 
drafted to a trauma ward from elsewhere. 

Maternity 

According to the hospital’s targets, there 
should be one nurse to every 10 patients on 
general wards during the day. There is no spe¬ 
cific target for night shifts. 

The maternity unit is the most problematic 
area with around half of the understaffed shifts 
occurring in that department, a report to be 
seen by members of the board said. 

Dudley Group chief executive Paula Clark 
said: “Patient safety is always our priority, 
and so when nurse staffing levels fall below the 
planned level, we have processes and measures 
in place to ensure our patients continue to re¬ 
ceive safe, appropriate care. 

“When a shortfall is identified, the situation 
is first reviewed by a senior nurse who will look 
at the remaining number of registered nurses; 
the number of support workers and student 
nurses; the number of patients being cared for 
on that ward and how poorly those patients are 
and the level of support they require. 

“We will first try to fill a shortfall by utilising 
staff already on site at that time, this may be by 
moving staff between wards, pooling together 
teams from neighbouring wards, or asking staff 
not normally included in our nurse-to-patient 
ratios (such as matrons, specialist nurses and 
ward managers) to refocus their duties and 
work in the area where there is a clinical need. 

“If arrangements cannot be made using the 
existing staff on site, we will then attempt to 
fill the shortfall from our own staff bank. If no 
bank staff are available, we will then employ 
agency staff to ensure patients receive safe, ap¬ 
propriate care.” 


WAR VETERAN AND GRANDFATHER DIES, 94

A SECOND World War veteran who served in 
the Arctic Convoys and was awarded a Rus¬ 
sian Ushakov medal has died at the age of 95. 

Duncan Christison, who lived in Wollaston, 
received the prestigious honour in 2014. 

Originally from Sunderland, he died on 
February 14. 

At the age of 16, he joined the Royal Navy 
at HMS Ganges, in Ipswich, going on to join 
HMS Birmingham before the war. He served 
in Gibraltar, Malta, Egypt, Singapore, Hong 
Kong, China, the Antarctic, Russia and Nor¬ 
way. 


He was due to finish and go home when the 
Second World War was declared. Mr Christi¬ 
son was relocated to the South Atlantic Fleet, 
one of the sailors who helped keep the Soviets 
supplied in their war against the Nazis, in a 
mission Winston Churchill described as ‘the 
worst journey in the world’. 

He was married to Jess, who died six 
months short of their 70th wedding anni¬ 
versary in February 2014. He was one of 18 
veterans from across the Black Country to be 
awarded the Medal of Ushakov by Russian 
dignitaries in that year. 


He also received The Atlantic, Arctic, Af¬ 
rica, Italian, 1939 to 1945 star, the Malta 
George Cross 50th Anniversary Medal, De¬ 
fence, War, long service and good conduct 
medals. 

He is survived by a son, four grandchildren 
and three great-grandchildren. Grandson, 
Keith Wood, aged 43, said: “We should cele¬ 
brate men like my grandfather and what he 
stood for, he lived an incredible life.” 

Mr Christison was a regular at Stourbridge 
Royal British Legion. His funeral is on March 
11 at Stourbridge Crematorium at 1.30pm.

INJURED 

Taxi driver is found 
with fractured skull 

A TAXI driver was taken to hospital suf¬ 
fering a fractured skull after an incident in 
Brierley Hill. 

The man was found with serious head 
injuries in Bell Street South, near the junc¬ 
tion with High Street, following an incident 
just before 9.30pm on Sunday. 

Detective Inspector Colin Mattinson 
said: “An investigation has been launched 
after a man was found in Bell Street South, 
Brierley Hill, with a serious head injury. The 
man, a 60-year-old taxi driver, suffered a 
fractured skull and is being treated in hos¬ 
pital. It is not yet clear how he came about 
his injuries.” Call CID on 101.

Motorcyclist died after losing control 



Robert ‘Claude’ Christopher 


A MOTORCYCLIST was killed after 
losing control of his bike and crash¬ 
ing into oncoming traffic, an inquest 
heard. 

Robert ‘Claude’ Christopher, aged 
39, died on December 28 last year after 
‘dropping’ his bike to avoid a vehicle 
turning left towards a shop. 

Three vehicles were involved in the 
crash on Oldbury Road, Rowley Regis, 
when Mr Christopher came off his bike 
and crashed into a Land Rover. 

PC Paul du Cors from the West 
Midlands Police collision investigation 
unit, confirmed that Mr Christopher, 


of Regis Heath Road, Rowley Regis, 
had been travelling at 50mph, above 
the 30mph limit. He was on his way 
home to try to find a lost wallet. 

Also travelling with him was his 
friend Hal Kirk, who noticed the vehi¬ 
cle turning left and applied his brakes 
twice to signal to Mr Christopher that 
danger was ahead. 

Overtake 

Mr Christopher had been moving to 
overtake the red Nissan Juke, driven 
by Brian Dale, who was signalling to 
turn towards the convenience store. 


CCTV from the shop showed that 
Mr Dale took evasive action to avoid 
Mr Christopher who had ‘lost control 
of his bike’. 

Mr Christopher was pronounced 
dead at the scene. A pathologist’s re¬ 
port revealed he died of head injuries 
as a result of the collision. 

Describing Mr Christopher’s death 
as a tragedy, coroner Mr Zafar Sid- 
dique recorded a verdict of death by 
way of a road traffic collision. 

Mr Christopher’s wife Julianne told 
the inquest: “Claude was always help¬ 
ing people. He was a family man.” 


Notorious 'gang' pub 
closed after police plea 



A PUB in Dudley, which was 
named as the most danger¬ 
ous in the West Midlands by 
a senior detective, will re¬ 
main closed after having its 
licence revoked. 

The Earl of Dudley Arms, in 
Wellington Road, had become a 
‘stronghold’ for a gang and was 
the scene of several violent at¬ 
tacks including a stabbing, a li¬ 
censing panel was told. 

Detective Chief Inspector Chris 
Hanson said he knew of no other pub 
in the West Midlands which posed 
more of a risk to the public. 

DCI Hanson said he believed some¬ 
one would be murdered if the pub had 
been allowed to stay open. 

It was shut down by police at the 
end of December after the latest vi¬ 
olent incident proved to be the final 
straw for the authorities. 

Officers have been called to the 
pub more than 60 times during the 
last two years to deal with a string of 
attacks. These included an attempted 
murder when a man was stabbed 
three times. 

Chaotic 

One customer was slashed across 
the face leaving him with a 12cm gash 
and another was beaten with a pool 
cue, while a third narrowly avoided 
being run over on the car park fol¬ 
lowing a dispute, Dudley Council’s 
licensing committing was told. 

Police also said premises licence 
holder Orville Hines had often hin¬ 
dered investigations of incidents by 
being unwilling or slow to provide 
CCTV and statements. 

DCI Hanson said the pub had a 
‘chaotic and violent history’ and 
had developed such a strong associ¬ 
ation with the ‘DSN gang’, said to be 
linked to violent crime and the supply 
of class A drugs. He was clear that no 
steps other than the closure of the 
pub would suffice. 

As a senior detective in West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s violent crime unit, 
he said it was the first time he had 


needed to become involved in a licens¬ 
ing matter, such was the seriousness 
of the situation at the Earl of Dudley 
Arms. 

He told the hearing: “I can think of 
no licensed premises within our force 
area which presents such a danger to 
the public than the Earl of Dudley. 

“We have had a stabbing, a slash¬ 
ing, people beaten with pool cues, 
threatened with weapons. 


The licence was revoked by Dudley 
Council’s licensing committee at a 
meeting on last week. 

Councillor Donella Russell, chair¬ 
man of the licensing committee, said 
the risk of a death on the premises 
was one it was not prepared to take. 

A 23-year-old man was left fighting 
for his life in May 2014 after being 
stabbed as violence hared outside the 
Earl of Dudley Arms. 


Ahmed at the time said: “It is quite 
shocking people have been put at 
such risk and as a ward councillor, 
my main concern is the protection of 
their health and safety.” 

A nearby business owner, who did 
not wish to be named, said: “It’s been 
a big problem for everyone in this 
area. It’s a relief that this notice has 
been served.” 


It is my genuine belief if these 
premises remain open, managed by 
Mr Hines, someone will end up being 
murdered.” 


Residents and councillors previ¬ 
ously welcomed the closure of the pub 
following the outbreaks of violence. 
Dudley’s Councillor Khurshid 


When they initially called for clo¬ 
sure, police said the owners had failed 
to protect customers by ‘allowing 
members local gangs to frequent the 
premises. 


Tidy award 
success for 
money-saving 
recycle plan 

A RECYCLING scheme introduced fol¬ 
lowing the regeneration of Dudley Mar¬ 
ket has scooped an award. 

Dudley Council has been recognised at 
environmental charity Keep Britain Ti¬ 
dy’s annual awards, winning the Part¬ 
nership Award category. 

Following the £6.7 million market re¬ 
development, the street cleansing team 
working with traders and local organisa¬ 
tions introduced the new scheme. 

A cardboard recycling facility was 
introduced and waste food from the 
market is now donated to an animal 
sanctuary - reducing waste going into 
landfill by 60 per cent. 

Council chiefs said this has saved the 
authority nearly £35,000 a year. 

By reducing overall waste, fewer col¬ 
lections are needed at the site, saving 
around £27,000 a year. 

Increasing the quality of the recy¬ 
cled cardboard generates an income of 
approximately £5,500 a year, while do¬ 
nating spoilt produce to the animal sanc¬ 
tuary saves the charity £5,000 a year in 
animal feed bills. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environmental services, said: 
“Congratulations to the street cleansing 
team for achieving this award and for 
working so closely with traders and the 
community to make this new and inno¬ 
vative recycling scheme such a massive 
success. It’s also wonderful to see that 
food, once destined for landfill, is now 
feeding animals at a local sanctuary. ” 

Dudley Council was one of 11 winners 
whose achievements were recognised. 

Jewellery thieves 
targeting elderly 

THIEVES are putting fake jewellery 
around the neck of elderly women as 
they steal their real jewellery. 

Tricksters, believed to be from East¬ 
ern Europe, have struck in Dudley bor¬ 
ough. Victims as old as 90 have been 
targeted by the gang. 

In one incident, on February 10, the 
90-year-old woman was approached by 
two women and a man in a car asking for 
directions at Avondale Close, Kingswin- 
ford. The apparently thankful women 
got out of the car and placed fake gold 
chains around the victim’s neck while 
they stole the genuine jewellery. An¬ 
other woman, aged 72, was targeted 
on Malt Mill Lane, Halesowen, and a 
79-year-old on Prospect Road, Lower 
Gornal. Call police on 101 or Crimestop- 
pers anonymously on 0800 555111.

A DOCTOR from Stourbridge re¬ 
ceived an MBE from Prince Charles 
at Buckingham Palace for services to 
General Practice. 

Clare Taylor, aged 36, a former 
pupil of Summerhill School in King- 
swinford, went on to study at King 
Edward VI College in Stourbridge 
before studying medicine at the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge. She graduated 
with a distinction in 2003. 

After further training, Clare moved 
to Birmingham in 2007 to complete 
academic general practice training, 
and is now an academic GP at the 
University of Birmingham. She com¬ 
bines research and teaching with clin¬ 
ical practice. 

Since 2007 she has been very in¬ 
volved with the work of the Royal Col¬ 
lege of General Practitioners (RCGP) 
in London, which has more than 
50,000 members, and was chairman 
of their Associates in Training Com¬ 
mittee between 2008 to 2009. 

She went on to establish and lead 
the RCGP First5 initiative, which 
supports new GPs through the form¬ 
ative years of independent practice. 

Clare, who now lives near Stour¬ 
bridge, said: “I couldn’t have been 
more surprised, I never expected to 
receive this kind of honour, particu¬ 
larly at this stage in my career. 

“I think it is a recognition of the 
work we’ve been doing to support GP 
trainees and new GPs. 

“It was big team effort so I feel very 
privileged to have been honoured,” 
she added. 

Appeal got driver 
extra week In jail 

A MOTORIST who ran down a police¬ 
man has been handed an extra week 
behind bars for wasting the time of 
judges with a ‘hopeless’ appeal bid. 

Geoffrey Dillion, aged 52, of Burnt 
Tree, Tipton, was locked up for two- 
and-a-half years at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on July 7 after being 
convicted of dangerous driving and 
driving while disqualified. He argued 
at the Appeal Court in London that 
the convictions were ‘unsafe’ and his 
sentence too tough. 

But Lord Justice Gross - sitting 
with Mr Justice Dove - said there was 
‘no merit’ in his complaints. He told 
him: “This was a hopeless application 
in every sense and an expensive and 
time-wasting exercise.” Dillion was 
ordered to serve an extra seven days.

A DISGRACED police inspector is on 
a mission to clear his name after he 
was sacked for misconduct last year. 

Jaswant Singh, from Stourbridge, 
was dismissed by a West Midlands 
Police disciplinary panel in November 
after he was found to have ‘deliber¬ 
ately lied’ to his chief inspector to try 
and cover up an error. 

The officer told colleagues to ‘take 
their time’ despite officers needing ur¬ 
gent help dealing with violent yobs at 
Olivier pizza shop in Stourbridge town 
centre in February 2014. 

Mr Singh has now employed solic¬

itor Kevin Hah to launch his bid to 
clear his name and is. The findings 
will then be put before the force’s 
chief constable. 

Mr Hall said: “At approximately 
2.20am on the morning of February 
23, 2014, a disorder took place at Ol¬ 
ivio Pizza, High Street, Stourbridge. 
As part of his appeal against dismissal 
witnesses are urgently sought.” 

They are keen to locate a woman 
who was seen filming the incident 
on her phone and a door supervisor 
working at the takeaway. 

The panel concluded Mr Singh, who 


had 24 years service, had breached 
professional standards relating to 
honesty and integrity and said his ac¬ 
tions ‘fell short’ of that expected of a 
senior officer. 

They also found he had lied about 
being at the scene. It was alleged in 
the hearing that he had gone to the 
wrong pizza shop. The former senior 
officer denied the allegations.

Man, 69, killed himself 
over knotweed fears 


A MAN killed himself after finding 
out that Japanese knotweed was 
growing on land he owned in Stour¬ 
bridge, an inquest heard. 

William Jones was worried about the 
financial implications of the weed spread¬ 
ing onto public land adjacent to his. 

At Smethwick Council House last week, lead 
coroner for the Black Country Mr Zafar Sid- 
dique concluded that Mr Jones, known as Bill 
to his friends and family, of Brettell Lane, Am - 
blecote, died by way of suicide. 

The inquest heard he was found hanged at 
home by one of his sons on February 13. 

At the hearing, Mr Jones’ wife Helen said 
her husband, a former butcher, owned a piece 
of land in Brook Street which had recently been 
surveyed and revealed that Japanese knotweed 
was growing on the site. 

She said: “He was worried about the finan¬ 
cial implications of it, it grows so rapidly. 

“He was a family man. If he had thought it 
through I’m sure he would have never gone 
through with it.” 

Mr Jones had been expected to pick up his 
wife after a shopping trip on the day of his 
death, the inquest heard. 

Depression 

“He sounded quite cheery on the phone,” 
Mrs Jones added. “But then I made three calls 
to the house and he didn’t pick up. So I called 
my son who went into the house and found 
him.” 

She said her husband had no financial wor¬ 
ries when he died. She added he was worried 
the weed would spread onto public owned land 
next to his land. 

Mr Jones, aged 69, who had a history of de¬ 
pression, was taken to Russell’s Hah Hospital 
in Dudley. He was suffering from brain damage 
and died a day later on February 14. The cause 
of death was confirmed as hypoxic brain dam¬ 
age due to attempted hanging. 

“Bill was the type of person who always liked 
to find the answer to things,” Mrs Jones added. 
“But this is one thing he couldn’t find the an¬ 
swer to.” 

In March 2014 an inquest heard how a lab 
technician from Rowley Regis murdered his 
wife before killing himself after being driven 
‘mad’ by Japanese knotweed growing over his 
house. Kenneth McRae and his wife Jane were 
found dead at their home on Bryan Budd Close, 
Rowley Regis, on July 17, 2013. 



Car was 
pushed 
in canal 
by yobs 

AN empty car was pushed 
into a canal by three yobs. 

The Renault Scenic estate 
was reported to have been 
left running unattended 
in Fisher Street at 6.30am 
on Monday and is believed 
to have then been stolen. 
Just over an hour later at 
7.45am, a nearby resident 
alerted the police after wit¬ 
nessing three people push 
the car into the canal near 
Ash wood Junction. 

Passer-by Steve Baster- 
held was walking with his 
granddaughter when he 
spotted the car. He said: “I 
saw the Renault, which look 
to have just been dumped, 
full of water with smashed 
windows. An auto-rescue 
team arrived very soon after 
I called and one of the work¬ 
ers put on a water suit and 
jumped in to the canal to re¬ 
trieve and drag it out.” 

Police spokesman Deb 
Edmonds said: “We first re¬ 
ceived a call at 6.30am Mon¬ 
day to reports of a Renault 
Scenic being left running 
unattended in Fisher Street. 
It was seen a short time 
later being pushed into the 
Stourbridge canal by three 
people.”

Motorist in court 
over crash death 

A 22-year-old Dudley man has ap¬ 
peared in court charged with causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

Jordan Edwards, of Terry Street, 
was arrested last week in connection 
with the death of Gary Wroblewski, 
after handing himself in to police. Mr 
Wroblewski, 53, was found by para¬ 
medics in the road in Netherton on 
November 6. He could not be saved. 

Unemployed Edwards appeared be¬ 
fore Dudley Magistrates Court, where 
he was remanded in custody to appear 
before Wolverhampton Crown Court 
on March 22.

Father-to-be warned after pub incident 


A 23-year-old man has avoided a 
spell behind bars after admitting 
affray. James Harley slapped a man 
in the face before throwing a chair 
at him and his friend on Christmas 
Eve. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that Harley had approached 
the man asking for the identity and 
location of another man in The Swan 
pub in Kingswinford. 


According to prosecutor Mr Oliver 
Woolhouse, Harley then struck out 
at the man before throwing the chair. 
A disturbance followed in which an¬ 
other man received a cut to his head 
and had to go to hospital for treat¬ 
ment. 

Harley, of Hazel Road, Kingswin¬ 
ford, did not inflict the injury to 
the other man, and told police after 
his arrest that the man he slapped 


became aggressive. He admitted af¬ 
fray and was given a nine-month jail 
term suspended for 18 months by Re¬ 
corder Timothy Raggatt QC. Harley 
was ordered to pay £1,000 towards 
the costs of the prosecution and to 
complete 100 hours of unpaid work. 

Harley had admitted the offence 
breached an eight-month suspended 
prison sentence imposed for assault 
and theft, Recorder Ragatt warned 


he would almost certainly be jailed 
if he came before the court again. 
He said: “Disorder of this kind in a 
public house is a serious matter and 
normally crosses the custody thresh¬ 
old. You have a history of such irre¬ 
sponsible behaviour when in drink.” 

Mr Mukhtar Ubhi, defending, said 
Harley and his partner was expecting 
their first child, adding: “He is now 
determined to turn his life around.” 


Immigrant stole to pay 
surgery bill for mother

AN IMMIGRANT who 
turned to crime to pay for 
his mother’s surgery in Al¬ 
bania has been put behind 
bars for two years. 

Fatmir Brozi had lawfully 
lived in this country for 14 years 
and is married to a British cit¬ 
izen, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

During that time he had been 
convicted of a single previous of¬ 
fence, an affray following a dispute 
at work. 

But last year the 32-year-old bur¬ 
gled two homes in seven months, 
escaping with cash and jewellery 
worth more than £65,000, said Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Brozi forced a door and smashed 
a window to burgle the house of a 
71-year-old woman with a disabled 
daughter in Birds Meadow, Pens- 
nett, on May 24, taking property 
worth £2,760. 

Bloodstain 

He cut himself and left a blood¬ 
stain that was later used to match 
with his DNA. 

Brozi was arrested and was on bail 
when he broke into a second home 
during a trip to Great Yarmouth in 
December. He took £60,000 worth of 
jewellery and £2,500 cash but dam¬ 
aged his knuckle and was identified 
through another bloodstain. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, 
observed: “He is far from a pro¬ 
fessional burglar, having left clues 
to his identity at both scenes. He 
turned to crime to get money for an 
operation for his mother who fell ill 
and needed surgery back in Albania. 
He had regularly sent money home 
since arriving in this country.” 

Brozi, from Addlington Way, Tiv- 
idale, admitted both burglaries and 
was jailed for two years by Judge 
Katrina Montgomery QC. She told 
him: “You made off with a substan¬ 
tial amount of cash and jewellery - 
some of which was irreplaceable.” 

She ordered the money found in 
his possession when arrested be re¬ 
turned to the victim in Norfolk since 
it came from that burglary.

A £100,000 project to rebuild a Black Country tennis 
club has begun after vital funding was secured. 

Work to rebuild Wall Heath Tennis Club in Kingswin¬ 
ford began last Monday after grants were awarded from 
Cory Environmental Trust in Britain (CETB), Ibstock 
Cory Environmental (ICET) and Dudley Community 
Forum. 

The project gained planning permission in March last 
year and got wide-scale community support. It will en¬ 
able the club to further promote, develop and sustain 
tennis at all levels in the community. 

Work is set to be completed in May. The project will 
see the clubhouse demolished and replaced with a new 


one, complete with a changing facilities with disabled 
access. 

Claire Colling, Wall Heath Tennis Club secretary, 
said: “We are delighted that work has finally begun.” 

The club set a target of £100,000 for funding, and 
CETB offered half of this at £50,000. ICET granted 
the club £15,000 and Dudley Community Forum added 
£5,000. 

The club had already successfully raised £3,500 
through its own fundraising activities, which will cover 
the cost of the building work. 

The club will continue to fundraise to cover landscap¬ 
ing costs and to buy new furniture. 


Jobs lost at 
boiler firm 
and security 
company 

AN HISTORIC Black Country boil¬ 
er company has gone into admin¬ 
istration, wiping out the jobs of its 
38-strong workforce. 

It comes just 18 months after Robey 
Boilers Supplies and Services was 
saved in a buyout by its own manage¬ 
ment. 

In 2014 bosses at the former Robey 
Wellman, now Robey Boilers Supplies 
and Services, put together a deal to 
buy the company, saving 52 jobs at 
the Newfield Road factory. 

But last week administrators from 
Birmingham firm Smith Cooper were 
called in by directors as the company 
struggled amid a fresh crisis. 

The reasons for the latest collapse 
are unclear, but Richard Tonks, of 
Smith Cooper, said the firm had been 
appointed as administrators and had 
immediately shut the business down, 
making all 38 employees redundant. 

Documents filed at Companies 
House show the company had changed 
its name twice in August last year, 
most recently to Robey Boilers Sup¬ 
plies and Services. It designed, made 
and maintained boilers and furnace 
equipment. The company had been 
at the Oldbury site for more than 150 
years, tracing its roots back to 1840 
and iron boat and boilermaking firm 
of Danks of Netherton. 

Meanwhile a Cradley Heath-based 
company, which supplies security and 
surveillance systems to more than 
4,000 commercial sites, is planning 
to shed more than 50 jobs. Defence 
Security Systems at Sapcote Trading 
Estate, Powke Lane, employed 98.

As well as his offspring - Itzy, 
Bitzy, Icarus, Kinich, Nelly, Kelly and 
Spock and partner, Phoebe, Frank 
also shares the wood with the collard, 
black and black-and-white ruffed le¬ 
murs.

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Boy racer, 24 
fell foul of 
area ban on 
car cruising 

A DRIVER who raced through the 
Black Country has been handed a sus¬ 
pended jail term after four councils 
united to launch a civil court action 
against car cruisers. 

Reece Sheeran was given a sus¬ 
pended three-month sentence by 
a judge at a High Court hearing in 
Birmingham last week. Judge David 
Worster imposed the sentence after 
concluding that Sheeran, aged 24, 
had raced a vehicle ‘at speed against 
another vehicle’ in West Bromwich in 
breach of the court order. 

Another judge had made the order 
just over a year earlier following an 
application by the four Black Coun¬ 
try local authorities - Wolverhamp¬ 
ton City Council, Dudley Council, 
Sandwell Council and Walsall Coun¬ 
cil. The order bars people from tak¬ 
ing part in a ‘car cruise’ in areas 
managed by the councils. Council 
bosses described the legal action as 
‘ground-breaking’. 

Judge Worster said Sheeran had 
been racing in May on the A41 
dual carriageway in the borough of 
Sandwell in breach of an order made 
in December 2014. 

He concluded that Sheeran, of Dog- 
pool Lane, Stirchley, Birmingham, 
was in contempt of court after he ad¬ 
mitted breaching the injunction. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said: “Car cruising - 
the act of drivers meeting on the pub¬ 
lic highway on either an organised or 
impromptu basis to race or show off 
in their cars - is noisy, dangerous and 
illegal.” 

Tory and Labour 
by-election wins 

LABOUR and Conservatives each 
held a council seat after two by-elec¬ 
tions in Dudley. 

On an electoral turnout of 18 per 
cent in St James’ ward, Labour’s 
Cathryn Bayton was elected with 847 
votes (46 per cent) to the seat left va¬ 
cant following the death of Labour 
councillor Mary Roberts. UKIP’s 
Graeme Lloyd polled 554 and Con¬ 
servative Wayne Sullivan 427 votes. 

The Conservatives held Kingswin- 
ford North and Wall Heath. Edward 
Lawrence polled 1,456 votes (54 per 
cent) to retain the seat left vacant 
by the resignation of Natalie Neale. 
Labour’s Lynn Boleyn got 934 votes, 
UKIP’s Mick Forsyth polled 262 and 
The Green Party’s Andi Mohr 52 
votes. Total turnout was 26 per cent.

Carer threatened dementia patient 



Pauline Demaurie - ill-treatment 


“YOU don’t want to worry, you just 
hope the people who end up in that 
profession do it for the right reasons.” 

These are the words of a family of a 
dementia patient who suffered at the 
hands of a carer at a West Bromwich 
care home. 

Pauline Demaurie was found guilty 
of ill treating 87-year-old Edward 
Bridge at Lyndon Hall Care Home in 
West Bromwich after secret camera 
footage was passed to police by rel¬ 
atives. The camera had been hidden 
in Mr Bridge’s room by his daughter, 
concerned about bruises on his body. 


During sentencing, Judge Kristine 
Montgomery said care homes were 
‘places of refuge and safety’ where 
families should be able to feel loved 
ones were protected. 

Footage showed Demaurie, aged 
40, of California Road, Tividale, aim¬ 
ing blows towards Mr Edwards and 
threatening to pinch him. 

Judge Montgomery said her actions 
were ‘grossly inappropriate’. 

Mr Bridge suffered with Paget’s 
disease which meant he felt pain at 
the slightest touch. He was heard cry¬ 
ing out in pain on the footage. 


His grandson Steven Lloyd-Warren 
said the family felt let down by what 
happened at the care home. He said: 
“You do have a trust in care homes. 
You don’t want to worry, you just 
hope the people who end up in that 
profession do it for the right reasons 
and care.” 

Demaurie was ordered to complete 
100 hours of unpaid work. 

Former steelworker Mr Bridge, who 
was originally from Northern Ireland 
but lived in Great Barr for most of his 
life, has since died. Mr Lloyd-Warren 
said the verdict was justice for him. 


More money being spent 
on towpaths network 


A PROJECT to transform historic 
towpaths along Dudley’s canals has 
been given a £460,000 boost. 

The extra cash is part of a wider £1.7 
million revamp bidding to get more peo¬ 
ple to explore the borough on foot and by 
cycle. 

Public transport co-ordinator Centro 
awarded Dudley Council an additional £460,000 
as part of their Managing Short Trips project. 
It will enable the restoration of towpaths sur¬ 
rounding the Buckpool Nature Reserve and 
The Dell Stadium in Pensnett. 

Waterside walkways will be restored during 
a programme of works aiming to get people 
more active. 

Three canal routes in Dudley were originally 
earmarked for improvement - with work get¬ 
ting under way on a series of towpaths around 
Stourbridge last year. 

Cycling links will also be created between 
Brierley Hill and Pensnett and Stourbridge 
and Kingswinford as part of the project. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for 
environmental services, said the extra money 
would now enable more towpaths to be re¬ 
stored. 

Encouraging 

She said: “The Managing Short Trips project 
is all about getting people out of cars and on 
bikes and walking to work instead of driving. 

“Centro bid for the money and then local au¬ 
thorities decide on what they would like to do. 

“So far the money we have received has gone 
towards our first project of revamping tow- 
paths in Stourbridge by the Bonded Warehouse 
area and Kinver Street basin. 

“Now we will concentrate on our second pro¬ 
ject being around the Pensnett area, which will 
see canal towpaths fully restored.” 

Councillor Bills added that since the work 
done so far there had been ‘encouraging sta¬ 
tistics’ about an increase in people using the 
paths. 

“The work has really livened up the build¬ 
ings all along the canal side too. It is lovely to 
see people out and about and stopping at a cafe 
or shop at the end of the paths. 

“We have other ideas to start work on a pos¬ 
sible third project on towpaths around Hale¬ 
sowen as well - that is something we may be 
concentrating on in the future,” she said.

He said: “I was delighted to be 
able to spend a whole day visiting 
the fire, police and ambulance ser¬ 
vices in Dudley and to experience 


the incredible work of the emer¬ 
gency services across our borough. 

“It was good to meet staff and 
to hear more about the challenges 
and joys of their work. The chal¬ 
lenges are often around budget 
cuts and the misuse of these pre¬ 
cious services by the public.” 

The Bishop chatted to firefight¬ 
ers and donned breathing appara¬ 
tus to take part in a simulation of 
a search in a smoke-filled building. 

At the police station, he met 


with Chief Superintendent Rich¬ 
ard Fisher before being given a 
tour of the station, including the 
cells. 

Finally he spoke to ambulance 
service area manager Mark Chap¬ 
man and ambulance crews about 
their life-saving work. 

He said: “Society owes the 
women and men of the emergency 
services an enormous debt of grat¬ 
itude for their skill, care, dedica¬ 
tion and commitment.”

Selwyn helped rebuild 


Black Country history 



Black Country Museum Living Museum construction manager Selwyn Owens is retiring 


RICHARD GUTTRIDGE meets 
Selwyn Owens, who helped 
create the authentic look of the 
Black Country Living Museum 


IT is one of the region’s most icon¬ 
ic attractions which visitors come 
from around the world to see. But 
if it wasn’t for Selwyn Owens, the 
Black Country Living Museum 
would not be what it is today. 

Selywn has retired after almost 30 
years and while he is leaving the muse¬ 
um the mark he has left on it will last for 
generations. 

Many of the famous buildings which line the 
museum’s streets were reconstructed by Sel¬ 
wyn. As construction manager, he was respon¬ 
sible for making sure they were built without 
a hitch. 

Selwyn joined what was still a fledgling mu¬ 
seum in 1987, intrigued by the possibility of 
transforming the site into one of the region’s 
greatest attractions. 

He had previously worked for local author¬ 
ities in Wolverhampton and Birmingham but 
decided the time was right for a new challenge. 
And it was a decision he didn’t regret. 

Mastermind 

The construction boss would go on to 
mastermind many of the museum’s most fa¬ 
mous construction jobs, including the entire 
1930s-style Birmingham Road - one of the 
museum’s two main streets. He also led the 
reconstruction of Cradley Heath’s Worker’s 
Institute, the Victorian St James’ School, 
which was originally in Salop Street, the Lime¬ 
light cinema from Brierley Hill and the tradi¬ 
tional sweet shop. 

He said: “The 30 years have absolutely 
flown past. I have been so busy so involved in 
these projects that I haven’t had time to stop 
or stand still at ah.” 

Seeing a project through from start to finish 
could be an exhausting challenge. 

Of the majority of the buildings Selwyn, who 


is now 65, said: “I would draw them up, how 
they are going to look. It’s a team game, it’s 
not ah down to me but my work involves the 
technical drawings, surveys, procurement of 
materials and the quality control of the build¬ 
ing going up.” 

There is one building in particular that will 
always have a special place in his heart be¬ 
cause of the peculiar way that it came to exist. 

An American man had come to the Black 
Country to trace his family history and had 
learned his ancestors had once ran a sweet 
shop in Dudley called Cookes. He then ap¬ 


proached the museum to see if they could rec¬ 
reate it.” 

Selwyn said: “We painstakingly replicated 
that shop from a suitable building after the 
curators at the time gave me a photograph. 

“I remember in the front of that photo there 
was a man, his wife and a little girl. We man¬ 
aged to track her (the little girl) down and by 
then she was in her 80s and in a wheelchair. 
She broke down in tears and said ‘it’s exactly 
how I remember it’. I broke down in tears. 
That’s the kind of job it is.” 

The museum’s sweet shop building is based 


on what was then a hairdressers in Oldbury. 
There are some buildings, including the mine 
entrance, which Selwyn has had to dream up 
himself based on research. 

“You really have to sit down and think 
about the design, the materials, the position 
on the site and the relationship with other 
buildings,” he said. 

The job has thrown up many challenges over 
the years but there is one in particular that 
stands out. 

He said: “We had problems with the Work¬ 
er’s Institute. We had put it out to an outside 
contractor to do it but it went into liquidation 
leaving us in a right mess. 

“We managed to finish it and it was im¬ 
mensely satisfying to be able to pick it up 
when it had already started and finish it.” 

Because of the experience, the Worker’s In¬ 
stitute remains among the projects he is most 
proud of. 

Fruition 

Although the Rolf Street Baths took 10 
years to come to fruition, it was generally 12 
to 18 months from when a building was first 
sketched by Selwyn to when it was completed 
at the museum. 

He said: “The ways of doing things are a 
bit strange. It took me probably 18 months 
to change thought process. Having worked in 
local government and for a contractor it was 
ah about doing the job as quickly as possible 
and making a profit. The change at the mu¬ 
seum was that it was ah about quality and au¬ 
thenticity. That was the main criteria.” 

Selwyn said he was proud to see how the 
museum had grown over the last three dec¬ 
ades, particularly as he is a born and bred 
Dudley man. 

“It’s extremely satisfying. Every time I go 
back down there I get a real buzz from seeing 
all the buildings. People come from ah over the 
world and it’s great to see. 

“I am immensely proud of what I have 
helped to achieve as part of a team forming 
the museum. It has been a labour of love but 
after 30 years it is time for a rest.” 

Although retired, Selwyn has already been 
coaxed into going back to the museum on a 
part-time basis to help with the next project.

The hospi¬ 
tal discharged him at lam on Sunday 
morning saying there was nothing 
wrong. 

On Tuesday I returned him with his 
mother to the same hospital. He was 
taken to the examination ward and 
again they said they could find noth¬ 
ing wrong, but decided to keep him 48 
hours. Once he was admitted he had 


very good service by the medical staff. 
My grandson was discharged Wednes¬ 
day night with medication. 

There was better and faster service 
at the original walk-in centre, up to 
hospital admittance. The surroundings 
were not so daunting for a child and it 
was free to park. For every one and a 
half hours I parked it cost £5.1 am the 
first to say money doesn’t matter were 
health and life is concerned, but the 
worry of the meter ticking increases 
the pressure.

COUNCILS have slashed their spending on CCTV drastically 
over the past three years, new figures reveal. 

Local authorities across the whole of the UK committed at least £277 
million to the installation, maintenance and also monitoring of the sys¬ 
tems between 2012 and 2015, research by campaign group Big Brother 
Watch found. 

The report also reveals during that period local authorities have reduced the

and reduced spending on CCTV by 
46.6 per cent. Between 2012 and 2015, 
Wolverhampton council spent a total 
of £291,600 operating 131 cameras 
compared to over £1.6m on 244 from 
2007 and 2011. 

In Dudley, 52 CCTV cameras cost 
the council £510,000 - this figure 
went down from £848,455 being spent 
on 127 cameras. Walsall forked out 
£1.4m on just 90, which went down 
around £480,000 and 40 cameras. Bir¬ 
mingham City Council was previously 
the highest spender but has now cut 
back by 60 per cent to £5,598,168 since 
2012, when it spent £14.2m. 

A previous study found that between 
2007 and 2011, town halls spent a total 
of £515m - which is the equivalent of 
£128m a year - and controlled at least 
51,600 CCTV cameras. 

Last year there were warnings that 
police could find it more difficult to de¬ 
tect crime if councils switch off cam¬ 
eras in order to cut costs. 

Big Brother Watch chief executive 
Renate Samson said: “Whilst the 
findings of this report appear encour¬ 
aging, the reduction in spending may 
be nothing more than a lull before the 
storm of more intrusive, biometric or 
3D cameras appearing on our streets.” 

Simon Blackburn, of the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association, said: “Where it is 
cost effective and has an impact, coun¬ 
cils continue to invest in and review 
their public-space CCTV operations.” 


Oar-some achievement for rowers

A PAIR of courageous oarsmen have 
completed one of the world’s toughest 
challenges by rowing across the Atlan¬ 
tic Ocean. 

Biology teacher Lee Felton, 30, from 
Dudley, crossed the finish line of the 
Talisker Whisky Atlantic Challenge 
with his friend software engineer 
Sean Lannon, 31, from Newcastle-Up- 
on-Tyne, finishing 19th overall in the 
race. 

The team, called Square One At¬ 
lantic, took on the arduous challenge 
to raise money for charities Sport for 


Freedom and Rape Crisis England 
and Wales. It took the intrepid duo 65 
days, 13 hours and 20 minutes, before 
crossing the finish on February 24. 

Starting on December 14, they 
crossed the Atlantic from La Gomera 
in the Canary Islands to the Caribbean 
island of Antigua, rowing more than 
3,000 miles. 

Following their arrival at Antigua, 
Mr Felton wrote on his Facebook page: 
“We did it! Just got into bed on dry 
land after 65 days at sea.” 

The team rowed in shifts of two 


hours on and two hours off, with the 
fleet of racers facing the first major 
tropical storm in January since 1978. 

The exhausted crews suffered from 
sleep deprivation, seasickness and ex¬ 
cruciating body sores, pace on board 
the boat was extremely limited and 
there were no bathroom facilities. 

Square One Atlantic originally 
signed up to the race as a four, how¬ 
ever, two of the rowers dropped out, 
making the challenge even greater for 
the determined pair of Sean and Lee. 

They hope to have raised £30,000. 


HART tests 
for paramedic 
candidates 

MORE than 30 paramedics were vy¬ 
ing for a place on the latest training 
course to become a member of the 
Hazardous Area Response Team 
(HART). 

HART teams provide paramedic 
care within a hazardous environment 
that would otherwise be beyond the 
reach of NHS care. 

Types of incidents they could be 
called upon include working at height 
using ropes, floods, infectious disease 
and at firearms incidents.

MEN - BE AWARE ! 

Prostate cancer is now the most common cancer 
to affect men in this country. 41,000 new cases are 
diagnosed each year - approximately 160 every 
working day.10,000 men are dying of this disease 
each year - i.e. on average one every hour or the 
equivalent of a Jumbo Jet full of men crashing every 
ten days. It becomes more common with increasing 
age (it is unusual in men under 45 years) and is more 
common when there is a family history of prostate 
cancer and in men of Afro-Caribbean origin. 

Killer 

Many men are unaware of this potential killer and 
think that increasing urinary symptoms are part of 
getting older but by the time prostate cancer starts 
to produce symptoms it can be too late to offer a 
cure. The earliest symptom of curable prostate 
cancer is to have no symptoms at all and so how can 
this disease be found at such an early and treatable 
stage? 

Unfortunately there is no perfect clinical test yet 
available to diagnose prostate cancer but a simple 
blood test (Prostate Specific Antigen - P.S.A.) can act 
as an indicator of a prostate problem. An abnormal 
test can occur as a result of benign enlargement 
of the prostate or infection within the prostate or 
bladder. It is also possible to have a “normal” P.S.A. 
level and still have potentially serious disease within 
the prostate gland. Flowever, a P.S.A. blood test can 
also act as an indicator of early curable prostate 
cancer. 

Free blood test 

The Worcestershire Prostate Awareness Group is 
a small charity run by volunteers with the help of a 
Consultant Urologist and receives sponsorship from 
local businesses and companies. The charity visits 
venues in Worcestershire and surrounding areas 
(Stourbridge) offering men a free blood test which 
will measure the level of P.S.A. The retired Consultant 
Urologist, Mr D.C.Baxter-Smith, is present at each 
event to talk confidentially to any man who wishes to.

Homes move for office block 


A SHAMED West Midlands 
Police officer from Sedg- 
ley, who once helped lead 
the force’s crackdown on 
drink-driving, has been 
sacked - after being convict¬ 
ed of the offence himself. 

Pc Chris Blount, of Rowan 
Road, was stopped on November 
6 at 2.30am on the Black Coun¬ 
try Route after patrolling officers 
spotted him ‘struggling to control’ 
his Vauxhall Mokka. 

Pc Blount, who was a member of 
the collision investigation unit, was 
seen standing by the car apparently 
looking at damage. The officers looked 
back moments later and saw the car 
travelling slowly. 

Slurred 

After seeing the driver was strug¬ 
gling to control the car, the officers 
pulled Pc Blount over, recognising him 
as a colleague. His speech was slurred 
and he was unsteady on his fleet - and 
officers could also smell alcohol. 

In January, he admitted one count 
of drink-driving. He is said to have 
given a reading of lOlmg per 100ml in 
a breathalyser - nearly three times the 
limit of 30mg per 100ml of breath. 

City magistrates fined him £1,425 
and disqualified him from driving for 
two years for the offence. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman 
Gina Lycett said: “Following a miscon¬ 
duct hearing held on February 24, Pc 
Chris Blount was dismissed from the 
force for discreditable conduct without 
notice.” 

Pc Blount was regularly the face of 
the police crackdown on drink-driv¬ 
ers in the West Midlands over recent 
years. 

In the 2006 festive period, he said: 
“Our message is drink drive today - 
get banned tomorrow.” 


A LANDMARK office block in Dudley 
town centre which has been empty for 
years will be given a new lease of life 
under plans to convert it into homes. 

Falcon House, in The Minories, in 
the town centre has been left aban¬ 
doned since be. who opted to occupy 
a different site.

Initial plans requesting a change 
of use have been lodged with Dudley 
Council. 

Falcon House overlooks public car 
parks off Flood Street. Its prominent 
town centre location would likely 
make it a sought-after address. 

The site had previously been ear¬ 
marked for a huge £50 million regen¬ 
eration plan featuring a supermarket, 
restaurants, shops and houses, but de¬ 
velopers eventually chose Cavendish 
House as their preferred option.

Romeo and Juliet, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 
THE passionate pairing of 
the waif-like Jenna Roberts 
and powerful lain Mackay 
was at the centre of this re¬ 
vival of Kenneth MacMillan’s 
50-year-old ballet - part of 
Birmingham Royal Ballet’s 
2016 Shakespeare season.

Her Juliet leapt into the strong arms 
of Mackay as Romeo. He lifted her 
aloft with gravity-defying dexterity, as 
Romeo in his ardour could clearly not 
keep his hands off his new love. 

The Australian principal ballerina 
was spellbinding, drifting ghost-like 
en pointe to her inevitable doom. 

Their balcony scene, with the couple 
confirming their love with an impas¬ 
sioned pas de deux in the Capulets’ 
garden, was outstanding. 

MacKay was almost, but not quite, 
eclipsed by Tyrone Singleton’s char¬ 
ismatic Tybalt. As the leading young 
Montague and Capulet clashed - their 
sword-fighting in sync with Prokof¬ 
iev’s stirring music - there was a dy¬ 
namic Errol Flynn feel to the action. 

Comic relief came from Marion Tate 
(the company’s assistant director) as 
a busybody Nurse, as expressive with 
her eyes as her feet, and all-energy Ce¬ 
line Gittens as a dancing floozy. 

No one does haughty better than 
Samara Downs, who as Lady Capulet 
also brilliantly expressed her grief at 
Tybalt’s death. 

Another highlight was the carnival 
scene in which the weirdly-clad man¬ 
dolin dancers (think slimline Wook- 
iee), led by Tzu-Chao Chou, were 
thrilling.

The renaissance Italy costumes, the 
late Paul Andrews’ sumptuous sets 
and Royal Ballet Sinfonia’s gorgeous 
rendering of Prokofiev’s score all 
added to the epic quality of this pro¬ 
duction. 

The ballet lacks a final grand pas de 
deux due to the nature of the story, 
with the two star-crossed lovers dieing 
moments apart. But that makes Ro¬ 
meo’s final dance, clinging to an appar¬ 
ently lifeless Juliet as she droops like a 
rag doll, all the more heart-breaking. 


The curtain-calls for Iain Mackay 
and Jenna Roberts were well deserved 
after a performance that will have de¬ 
lighted all romantics. 

Birmingham Royal Ballet’s Shake¬ 
speare season continues at the Hip¬ 
podrome in June with The Taming 
of the Shrew by John Cranko; and a 
triple bill, David Bintley’s The Shake¬ 
speare Suite, The Moor’s Pavane (Jose 
Limon’s work based on Othello) and, a 
new work by Jessica Lang, Wink. 


Now Josef doesn’t 
need Diamonds

A COVER version first got 
London-based Australian 
singer-songwriter Josef Sal- 
vat noticed, when his take 
on Rihanna’s Diamonds was 
used to promote Sony’s lat¬ 
est HDTV. 

But he emerges as a highly promis¬ 
ing artist in his own right on his debut 
album Night Swim. Salvat’s honeyed 
vocals are combined with lush and 
soulful electronic pop. His songs have 
lyrics that suggest he has probably had 
his heart broken 

Highlights include the euphoric Par¬ 
adise, Every Night with its sleepy noc¬ 
turnal atmosphere and the romantic 
A Better Word. The slick and addic¬ 
tive Open Season has already been a 
chart-topper in France while the track 
to really launch Salvat here could be 
the potent Shoot & Run. 

Salvat sounds like a major new tal¬ 
ent with a wide appeal and local mu¬ 
sic fans can see what the 28-year-old 
is like in concert when he has a gig at 
Birmingham’s 02 Academy 3 venue on 
Friday, March 11. 

The third solo album from Steve Ma¬ 
son is low-key, laid-back and very like¬ 
able with its blend of singer-songwriter 
acoustic guitar and gentle electronics 
with some nice touches, such as dub 
reggae style melodica. Mason’s voice 
is like audio balm for the brain. 

Meet The Humans occasionally 
hints at the Scottish songsmith’s past, 
as lead singer with trip hop outfit The 
Beta Band from 1996 to 2004. But ac¬ 
tually it sounds much more like another 
band, the melancholy mature rock of 
Elbow. Maybe that’s no surprise as El¬ 
bow’s keyboardist and producer Craig

Potter recorded the album at Salford’s 
Blueprint Studios. 

Highlights include the dreamy 
Through My Window, the anthemic 
Like Water and the album’s lead track, 
folk-pop gem Planet Sizes.

‘soft rock’ a good name with their ac¬ 
complished fifth album The Feeling, 
the first named simply after the band. 
Maybe that indicates it’s the album the 
Fill My Little World outfit are happiest 
with. 

Starting strongly with Wicked Heart, 
The Feeling really hits its stride with 
new single Spiralling. Real Deal and 
Repeat To Fade showcase the vocal of 
Dan Gillespie Sells and have Muse-like 
grandeur, and Non-Stop American has 
hints of Young Americans era Bowie.

The pounding Young Things has Gil¬ 
lespie Sells adopting the viewpoint of a 
grumpy senior with its wry lyric, whilst 
Shadow Boxer and What’s The Secret 
provide further highlights.

Sony Music have re-released Off

MORE than £1 million has 
been handed out to busi¬ 
nesses creating 123 jobs 
thanks to grants from the Ex¬ 
press & Star.

IN 1965 and 1966 Wolverhampton Aero 
Club, based at Wolverhampton Airport 
Pendeford, took part in the Royal Aero 
Club Rally to Deauville, Normandy. 

Club members in assorted aircraft flew over 
and joined light aircraft from all over Great 
Britain, in a tradition which began in the 
1930s. 

For less than £10 expenses members could 
enjoy a weekend at the Royal Deauville Hotel 
at the invitation of the owner M.Lucienne Bar- 
riere. 

Varied 

The Royal Aero Club Deauville Rally usual¬ 
ly involved more than 100 light aircraft and 
those taking part from Pendeford varied from 
wartime Tiger Moth biplanes, to thoroughly 
modern Piper Cherokee four seaters. 

The rally was always in the heart of the sum¬ 
mer, 1966 being on the weekend of June 4-5, so 
once in Normandy visitors took full advantage 
of the local golf courses, tennis courts, horse 
riding and beaches. 

Meals in the Restaurant des Ambassadeurs 
in the hotel were sumptuous. The five-course

dinner in 1966 was Melon de Provence, Cream of 
Tomato soup, Supreme de Turbot Cambaceres, 
Cotelettes de Veau Pojarski and Peches Melba , 
followed by toasts to the Queen and the Presi¬ 
dent of France, then Charles de Gaulle. 

Rare 

In the days when package holidays to the Con¬ 
tinent were uncommon, hiring an aircraft and 
popping over for a weekend at a fine resort in 
France was a rare experience, yet the annual 
Deauville Rallys were always oversubscribed. 

Taking off in the shadow of Courtauld’s tall 
Three Sisters’ chimney stacks, and flying round 
the smoke of the Black Country and Birming¬ 
ham, to land in sunny Normandy only three 
hours later was a rare treat. 

And and those on the 1966 rally probably 
didn’t realise then just how rare it was then, 
with the closure of Pendeford Airport only five 
years away.

Staffie centre reopens 


ONE of the Black Country’s favour¬ 
ite dog breeds, the Staffordshire Bull 
Terrier is being celebrated with the 
reopening of a museum at a new lo¬ 
cation.

Gillian McDermott, member of the Stafford¬ 
shire Bull Terrier Exhibition Group, said: “It is 
a big relief that we are out of storage and again 
able to display our wonderful exhibits. 

“The project is all about changing perceptions 
of the Staffordshire Bull Terrier. 

“They are a real family dog. It is only when 
they are put in the wrong hands there is prob¬ 
lems.” The exhibition contains a variety of 


memorabilia collected from all over the world 
including books from Australia and badges from 
the Czech Republic. 

There is also a prized collection of 145 copies 
of ‘The Stafford’ magazine dating back to the 
1940s. 

The exhibition will open most Saturdays and 
at other times by appointment. The exhibition 
group will also be showing at Crufts in March. 

Gillian, who has six Staffordshire Bull Terriers 
of her own, said: “If we can get one convert who 
didn’t like Staffordshire Bull Terriers before and 
we can get them to see them differently, than we 
will have done our job.”

A very different side 
of life awaits the stars 


T ake a gaggle of television 

personalities, drop them into a 
completely alien location 
stripped of all the comforts of modern 
life and make them fend for 
themselves. 

No it’s not I’m A Celebrity Get Me 
Out Of Here, Celebrity Big Brother or 
Bear Grylls: Mission Survive. 

Instead, this social experiment, the 
first version of which first aired in 2009, 
is actually one of those examples of 
quality reality TV that uses pampered 
stars to full effect while raising 
awareness of a key social matter. 

The premise of Famous, Rich and 
Homeless is quite simple: four Sports 
Relief volunteers agree to sleep rough 
on the streets of London to 
experience the harsh reality of 
homelessness in the UK. 

Back in 2009, comedian Hardeep 
Singh Kohli, former tennis player 
Annabel Croft, ex-newspaper editor 
Rosie Boycott, Winston’s Churchill’s 
great nephew the Marquis of 
Blandford, and Coronation Street actor 
Bruce Jones all took part. 

Now following in their footsteps are 


comedian Nick Hancock, TV presenter 
Julia Bradbury, former snooker player 
Willie Thorne and celebrity cleaner 
Kim Woodburn. 

Over two shows, the quartet all 
struggle with isolation, fear, the cold 
and wet, and the effort of day-to-day 
survival. For each volunteer the streets 
become a test of strength and self- 
reliance - and not everybody copes. 

In addition, the famous faces also 
start to examine their own lives and 
their personal relationship to 
homelessness. 

Thorne has gambled hundreds of 
thousands of pounds away during a 
40-year gambling addiction and has 
recently gone bankrupt. 

Meanwhile, Woodburn survived 
being homeless herself as a teenager 
and has strong opinions on how 
deserving of help - or not - the 
homeless are in the UK. 

This social experiment, again led by 
John Bird, founder of The Big Issue, 
aims to expose the realities of the 
homeless problem in the UK. 

The number of rough sleepers has 
gone up 55 per cent and the average 


age of death for a homeless man is 
just 47 years old, 43 if you’re a 
woman. 

One in 10 of us will experience 
homelessness in some form during 
our lives, and it can happen to anyone 
- Halle Berry, Jim Carrey, Daniel 
Craig, Ella Fitzgerald, Jennifer Lopez, 
Hilary Swank, Charlie Chaplin and 
Harry Houdini are just a few of the 
global superstars who slept rough 
before making their showbiz millions. 

Despite this show’s worthy themes 
and legitimately jaw-dropping statistics 
about the number of people who sleep 
rough every night, many viewers will 
watch Famous, Rich and Homeless 
solely to see a group of celebrities 
taken out of their comfort zones. 

However, 2009’s experiment proved 
to be successful in raising awareness 
through a group of (mostly articulate) 
personalities who genuinely seemed 
to care about the subject matter. 

Therefore, the show turned out to 
be effective and affecting - and 
arguably one of the best use of 
celebrities that television has seen for 
years.

Over the years we have seen various changes 
but this time it seems different. The Pigot re¬ 
opened recently after a refurb inside and out. 
It looks fresher, more welcoming and has 
everything you could want in a pub. 

There is a pool table and area where the 
younger customers can get together, space to 
enjoy a chat and a drink and catch up with sport 
on the large television, if you choose, and of 
course the impressive restaurant area. 

As you enter the Pigot you are greeted by a 
lovely open fireplace and the greeting is as warm 
as the fire. And that, more importantly, is the 
big difference. Suddenly its popularity has really

taken off and not just because of its new look. 
Now at the helm is Stacey Wallace who has 
brought back the spark to this Stonegate pub, 
introducing various social activities to pack 
the pub with people from the village and fur¬ 
ther afar. And she is not afraid to roll up her 
sleeves, she can also take credit for the food as 
she is a regular in the kitchen. 

We popped in recently on a Saturday to cel¬ 
ebrate my husband’s birthday - I won’t say 
how old he is but quite a few decades - and 
we were given a special long table so we could 
be all together, eight adults and three little 
ones. They are used to catering for families 
and a kids menu is just £3.99 for a main and 
dessert. 

It was a Saturday afternoon but despite the 
fact that we were quite a large party we did 
not feel we were infringing on anyone else’s 
space. In fact there is plenty of seating in the 
restaurant which can cater for 55 covers. The 
food was served promptly and although it took 
a while for us all to decide what we wanted 
there was no attempt to rush us. 


Various dishes were ordered, steak, chicken 
and fish options, and for starters several tucked 
into their amazing sharing platters. I say amaz¬ 
ing because they are enormous and come in two 
varieties, the Classic Combo at £11.29 which in¬ 
cludes southern-fried-style chicken breast gou- 
jons, chicken wings, wedges, onion rings, nachos, 
scampi, garlic bread and dips. 

Option 

And for fish lovers - that’s me - the Fish Deli 
Board at £10.79 has generous helpings of scampi, 
calamari, salmon and a pot of king prawns in a 
spicy Marie Rose sauce served with horseradish 
cream and fresh tartare sauce, seeded granary, 
stone-baked ciabatta and lemon wedges. 

They are also a wonderful option if you just 
want to pop in for a quick lunch or early tea. I 
can’t talk about all the dishes, as there were so 
many of us, although I will say it went very quiet 
when we were eating, always a sign of good food. 

As far as mine was concerned I opted for the 
sole fillets - I did say I was a fish lover - which 
came with champagne and chive sauce, new po¬ 
tatoes and a selection of seasonal vegetables - 
delicious! It was washed down by a bottle of their 


Tierra Merlot. I know you should drink white 
wine with fish but I just had to break the rule as 
that Merlot is lovely and at only £10.75 a bottle 
is a real bargain. 

And as the plates were cleared away they 
arrived with a birthday cake from the kitchen, 
made by my lovely daughter and dropped off 
earlier. Needless to say the grandchildren were 
on hand to blow out the ‘considerable’ number 
of candles. 

A lovely afternoon and catch up enjoyed by all 
- the adults I am afraid stayed and drank a lot 
later - made even better by the lovely food and 
pleasant service. 

The pub also offers cask ales with regular 
guest ales from local breweries. There is a large 
garden and seating areas front and back and a 
large car park. And just to give you an idea of 
what the customers think. 

Here are just two customer comments. 

“They have done an awesome job of the re¬ 
furb, really stylish and chilled out lovely staff, 
awesome food and one of the best pints around”
